We Need The Buses 


The decision of the Valley Motor Transit Co. 
to discontinue bus service by the end of the 
year poses a problem of the gravest concern to 
both the city of East Liverpool and district com­ 
munities served by the line. That the buses 
won’t run after Dec. 8 is almost unthinkable. 
Two courses of action to avert such a situation 
are: 


Purchase and continued operation of the line 
by outside interests. 
Municipal operation of the line. 
‘ 
The second seems undesirable — because of 
many complicating factors—except as a last-re- 
sort measure. 


To achieve the first will mean a tremendous 
selling job within the next l l months. Any in­ 
terested outside operator must be convinced that 
it would be to his financial interest to purchase 
the present bus line and continue its operation. 
Valley Motors is being forced to drop its 
franchise because of dwindling passenger hauls, 
attributed in a great part to lagging employment 
in district plants, and increased operating costs. 
It now appears, however, that the district’s 
business is on the upturn, with prospects for in­ 
creased activity bright. A corresponding boom in 
bus operations should result. More employment 
means more bus riders. 
And the industrial potential in the not too dis­ 
tant future is tremendous, with ground already 
broken for the new atomic power plant at near­ 
by Shippingport and sponsors confident that the 
go-ahead is near for the proposed Lake Erie-Ohio 
River conveyor belt line. East Liverpool would 
be the river terminus of the belt, with the ac­ 
companying industrial possibilities almost un­ 
limited. 
To our way of thinking, the district is far 
from “dead.” It’s up to council, the Chamber 
of Commerce and others in a position to do so 
to convince outside transportation interests that 
this is true. 


The Slate Of The People 


Those who remember when presidential mes­ 
sages on the state of the union were long­ 
winded summaries of dry facts have no doubt 
this is one thing being done better than it used 
to be done. 
The summaries are turned over now to spe­ 
cialists, who digest them in the privacy of 
their hideaways. Presidents of the United States 
try to capture in their opening messages to 
Congress the spirit of the people. 
Thus, the messages reveal the state of the 
president relative to the state of the people— 
and this relationship in 1955 is going to be 
the year’s most interesting thing to observe. 
Foremost among the observers will be po­ 
litical traditionalists who suspect they may be 
watching the evolution of a new political ar­ 
rangement in Washington. 'President Eisenhow­ 
er for a man who is supposed to be torn to 
pieces presently by the wolves of political 
factionalism, seems significantly composed. 
According to tradition, he should regard him­ 
self as the hapless victim of a partv overthrow 
that has left him stranded in the White House 
without a majority in Congress. He should be 
getting ready to sacrifice his leadership to the 
tradition of the two-party system that a min­ 
ority president has nothing ahead of him but 
frustration. 
Eisenhower doesn’t seem to feel frustrated. 
He doesn’t act like a man about to be battered 
into jelly. He acts like' a man who thinks he 
is going to do business at the same old stand— 
a man who has taken last November’s election 
in stride because there was no mandate in it 
for doing anything else. 
Following a practice he began during his 
first year in the presidency. Eisenhower will 
lay down his executive recommendations one 
at a time, instead of grouping them in a single 
message. 
This will add to the impression that he thinks 
the people want him to stay calm and col­ 
lected: that they will resent an£ attempt by 
politicos to egg him into a fight he wants to 
avoid. 
What President Eisenhower reveals about 
his conception of the state of the people, with 
its bearing on the state of the union, should 
be of vital interest to his listeners in Congress. 
Everybody knows that the President is no 
match for the old-line politicos who run Con­ 
gress. But some old-line politicos are begin­ 
ning to suspect they are no match for him 
when it’s a question of commanding popular 
confidence.

In pur­ 
suit of such a 
struggle 
with 
George Sokolsky 
t h e Everlast­ 
ing, Corliss has come up with “ A 
Humanist Funeral Service,” which 
seems a queer way of starting a 
new religious worship. One would 
imagine that all things start with 
birth, for Corliss Lamont, appar­ 
ently, they start with death. 
In the foreword to this Funeral 
Service, he says: 
“There has long been a widely 
felt need for a funeral service cen­ 
tering around a non-supernatural. 
Humanist philosophy of existence. 
The 
Humanist 
view, 
stemming 
from some of the greatest thinkers 
in history, rejects the idea of per­ 
sonal immortality and interprets 
death as the final end of the in­ 
dividual conscious personality. The 
philosophy or religion of 'Human­ 
ism sets up the happiness and pro­ 
gress of mankind on this earth as 
the supreme goal of human en­ 
deavor.” 


IT IS ACTUALLY a beautiful 
frame for a departure from this 
earth but it excludes everything 
that is even remotely related to the 
religions that are traditional among 
us, except a few excerpts from the 
Epistles of St. Paul. 
Surely no one can 
object to 
starting a man to the afterplace 
of his non-being < Lamont does not 
tolerate a hereafter, a heaven or a 
hell, for that would be unscientific) 
with the first third of the Second 
Movement of Beethoven’s Seventh 
Symphony. Nevertheless, it d o e s 
seem to be that the 23rd Psalm, 
“ The 
Lord 
Is 
My 
Shepherd,” 
comes closer to the heart of a 
mourner than a few lines from 
Ben Jonson's “ A Pindaric Ode” or 
William Cullen Bryant’s “Thana- 
topsis.” as beautiful as both are. 
It is not only a m atter of taste 
but of depth of emotion; it is not 
only a m atter of cold thought but 
of warming feeling. What seems 
to be so stirring in this funeral 
service is not its contents but that 
it should be done at all. 


turn of dust thou art. to dust re­ 
turned), that man is nothing more 
than a collection of molecules in a 
special form, a mammal w h o 
stands upright and talks his head 
off, is driven by the emptiness of 
his soul to turn to religious wor­ 
ship and rejecting the tried ex­ 
pressions of religious fervor among 
his own kind, turns everywhere for 
similar religious expression wher­ 
ever he can find it. 
How simple it is, in a crema­ 
tion commitment, to give the soul 
of man to God for His mercy!

poetry 
and 
prayer 
(which he calls meditation)? 
Why does he not cast the re­ 
mains of his Humanists on t h e 
dustpile and have his molecules 
carted away to the sea to sink in 
the ooze of centuries as forgotten 
as the flies of a summer day?

White House Program Ignores FEPC

There’s one item thus far omit­ 
ted from President Eisenhower’s 
proposed legislative program, and 
that’s a recommendation for the 
enactment of a fair employment 
practices commission. 
Unless included, it may render 
meaningless the label moderate 
progressive by which the W h i t e 
House describes its philosophical 
position nowadays. 
For the FEPC, which has been 
blocked in Congress by a filibuster 
of southern Democrats, becomes a 
logical measure at least for con­ 
sideration now that the Supreme 
Court of the United States has de­ 
creed that there can be no racial 
discrimination in the schools. 
The House of Representatives 
and the Senate both have b e e n 
known to have majorities ready to 
pass the legislation. But the dif­ 
ficulty has been to get the measure 
to a vote in the Senate because 
of filibustering. Now, however, that 
“ legislative obstruction” has been 
declared to be an offense against 
ethics and is held to bring the 
dignity of the Senate into disre­ 
pute, there can hardly be any fili­ 
bustering without stultifying t h e 
67 senators who voted to condemn 
Sen. McCarthy for “ legislative ob­ 
struction.” This number is more 
than two-thirds of the Senate— 
enough to alter the rules and cut 
off unlimited debate. 
President Eisenhower is on rec­ 
ord as having congratulated Sen. 
Watkins for leading a successful 
fight against the Wisconsin senator, 
and it doesn’t set rn plausible that 
Eisenhower would refrain from as­ 
serting his leadership if the meas­ 
ure as important to the progres­ 
sive cause as is the FEPC should 
require his help. 
It is true the President for a 
long time took the position that 
the rules of the Senate were the 
Senate’s problem, but he modified 
this under pressure from his fol­ 
lowers and certainly he has a con­ 
stitutional right to recommend the 
adoption 
of legislation 
covering 
racial or religious discrimination 
in employment. 
This whole problem was an is­ 
sue in the 1952 campaign and Ei­ 
senhower won wide support in the 
South because of his emphasis on 
states’ rights. His position was in­ 
terpreted 
as 
meaning 
that 
he 
would not favor federal legislation 
on the subject. Since that time, 
however, the President’s own at­ 
torney general appeared before the 
Supreme Court and pleaded with 
the court to denounce state laws 
which permitted racial segregation 
in the schools. The Supreme Court 
accepted the plea by a unanimous 
decision. From that time on, Ei­ 
senhower, in effect, has been com­ 
mitted to federal enforcement of 
all constitutional rights relating to 
discrimination. 
Up to now. the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration has dealt with tho- is­ 
sue of discrimination in employ­ 
ment by indirection. An executive 
order has been issued which stip­ 
ulates that government contracts, 
whether for defense work or any­ 
thing else, shall not be awarded— 
irrespective of the bids—to a n y 
contractor who permits discrimina­ 
tion because of race, religion or 
national origin. 
There is really no sound basis 
in existing law for such an order. 
Besides, it applies only to those 
who accept contracts for work with 
the government. If the principle is 
sound for government contractors, 
it is argued now’ that the same pro­ 
hibition should be w’ritten into law 
so as to apply to all employers. 
The argument for state handling 


of the m atter has considerable sup­ 


port in Congress, because N e w ’ 
York State, wuth a commission and 
a law th;*t does not prescribe pen­ 
alties but depends primarily on 
public opinion, has been operating 
successfully. It is believed never- 
I theless that a bill based on the 
voluntary principle, such as t h e 
House of Representatives passed 
on Feb. 23. 1950, by a vote of 240 
to 177, would be passed again by 
the House. 
The question now is what t h e 
! southern Democrats in the Senate 
| would do about it. Eisenhower, of 
course, as the leader of a coalition 
of “ left wing” Republicans a n d 
“ left wing” Democrats in b o t h 
houses, 
has 
an 
opportunity 
to 
champion the measure and pos­ 


sibly secure its adoption in t h e 
Senate. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the northern Democrats 
who led the fight for civil rights 
in the 1952 national Democratic 
convention are going to surrender 
to the “ right wing” of their party 
and ignore one of the most im­ 
portant planks espoused by pres­ 
ent-day “ liberals.” There has been 
a strange silence on the subject 
thus far, and one wonders if, mere­ 
ly for reasons of political expedi­ 
ency—something which true liber­ 
als usually abhor—any proposals 
for a Fair Employment Practices 
Commission will be killed in the 
new Congress.

Inaugural Hokum

In many states over the country 
there are gubernatorial inaugurals, 
in some there are governor’s mes­ 
sages, and in Washington there will 
be plenty of oratorical flourishes, 
including the President’s message 
to start off the new Congress. 
Therefore, this may be an ap- j 
propriate moment to consider such 
utterances as the means of inno- j 
cent beguilement. For they are not ; 
meant to be taken literally. They j 
are not literal, and only occasion- j 
ally literate; they are not reason­ 
ed. for they are not addressed to 
reason. 
They are music, not to remem­ 
ber, but to feel and forget. They ; 
are contributions to that body of 
our folk literature known as “key- j 
noting.” 
Ed Lowry, whom I have always i 
admired as a m aster delineator of 
the vagaries of statesmen, thus de- 1 
fined that word in an essay on 
President Harding: “ Keynoting im­ 
plies the ability to make melodic 
noises and give the impression of 
passionately and torrentially mov­ 
ing onward and upward w’hile wari­ 
ly standing still.” 


AS A SPECIFIC example of what 
I mean. I offer the inaugural ad­ 
dress of the Hon. Averell Harri­ 
man. now governor of the State of 
New York. His efforts deserve spe­ 
cial note not* only because he has 
attained high place in a state dis­ 
tinguished by a numerically super­ 
ior population, but because in the 
preparation of the document he is 
said to have had the help of several 
gentlemen 
who 
aided 
the 
late 
F.D.R. in his speech preparations 
in the latter years of his ascend­ 
ency. 
These men are capable of rare 
grammatical gratification. T h e y 
also learned from a m aster poli­ 
tician, F.D.R. himself, the art of 
getting the greatest good out of 
the greatest number of voters. 
To be sure, these speechwrights, 
no doubt in haste, culled from the 
well - thumbed b o o k of political 
cliches such 
stuff (unworthy of 
them ' as: “The question is not: 
Can we afford to do what is need­ 
ed? The question is: Can we af­ 
ford not to?” 


IT IS NOT KIND to open such I 
a chestnut as this, but because it 
will continue in political usage for 
centuries it is fair to add that it 
prompts the question: How are we 
to know when the need is so great 
that it goes beyond what we can 
afford? 
The cliche is based upon a bit of 
fraudulent economics introduced by 
New Dealers in the late 1930’s. 
They were in the habit of placing 
an arbitrary monetary price ufxm 
“ social valued?’ Then they would 
balance this pn a scale with real 


money, and if the result was not 
what they wanted, they simply 
raised their monetary evaluation of 
“ social needs.” 
In this economic fairyland defi­ 
cits grew and grew and were bless­ 
ed as the flowers of a “dynamic 
economy.” 
But the Harriman speech has 
neat new garb for old species of 
double-talk: 
“ I propose a boid, adventurous 
administration. I propose that we 
reject no approach because it is 
unorthodox, and no answer merely 
because it requires a radical re­ 
vision of present machinery or pre­ 
vailing prejudices. Of 
course, 
I 
shall not propose action for action’s 
sake, or measures merely for the 
sake of motion. We shall not re­ 
ject the tried and true . . . I sug­ 
gest only that our spirit be bold, 
and that our minds be fresh and 
freed from cant in approaching the 
problems that we f^ce.” 


IN SHORT, in the bright lexicon 
of politics there is no such word 
as “cant.” 
To read this suggests that in the 
coming 18 months we shall have an 
entertaining rhetorical contest be­ 
tween the governor of New York 
and the ex-governor of Illinois, with 
the White House as the prize. And 
on the basis of the foregoing, Har­ 
riman already has scored an al­ 
literative advantage.

Sun Spots 


The sun will explode—in about 
5 billion years. 
This is the prediction of Dr. 
Georges Gamow, professor of the­ 
oretical physics at George Wash­ 
ington University, in a series of 
lectures to the Philosophical So­ 
ciety of Washington. 
Every 500 years or so some star 
in the hundred - billion - star milky 
way galaxy, of which the solar 
system is a part, blows up and for 
a few days or weeks is the bright­ 
est star in the heavens. The Star 
of Bethlehem may have represent 
ed such an explosion. 
But, as Dr. Gamow says, these 
explosions are not by pure chance, 
as was supposed a few years ago. 
They happen only when 
a 
star 
burns up all its fuel — for the most 
part the elemental gas hydrogen. 
Then it collapses. 
An 
exploding 
star is more like the collapse of 
a burning building than the explo­ 
sion of a tank of gasoline. 'Riere 
is no possibility that such a col­ 
lapse will take place while any 
fuel is left. 
The sun, Dr. Gamow said, is 
burning its hydrogen very slowly 
in heat-producing processes some­ 
what similar to that which now is 
the basis of tile hydrogen bomb.

Things To Come

There Are Deadlines Ahead 


The number of deadlines coming up early 
in 1955 will do much to shape the agenda for 
Congress at this session. Early action will be 
required, for example, if the excise taxes on 
gasoline, automobiles, trucks, buses, trailers, 
alcoholic beverages, and tobacco products are 
to be continued at their present rates. 
These higher rates imposed by the Revenue 
Act of 1951 expire on April I. And an auto­ 
matic cut in the corporation income tax rate— 
from 52 per cent to 47 per cent is scheduled 
for the same date. 
President Eisenhower said in his press con­ 
ference of Dec. 15 that “ taxable income, as now 
forecast, would require the continuation of the 
five per cent extra on the corporations and 
these excise taxes as they now stood.” 


Although no specific deadlines face the Sen­ 
ate on ratification of treaties submitted by the 
President during the McCarthy censure session, 
the pressure of world events requires early 
action on these pacts. 
This action could come while the House is 
getting under way on other legislation. 
The treaties are the Paris accords on Ger­ 
man 
rearm am ent 
recently 
ratified by the 
French National Assembly and the Southeast 
Asia defense (Manila) agreement. Also coming 
up is the mutual defense pact with the Chinese 
Nationalists on Formosa. 
And the Senate must take up the nomination 
of Judge John Marshall Harlan to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and of Joseph Campbell to the 
comptroller-generalship. the latter threatening 
to be highly controversial. 
The powers of the president to reorganize 
the executive establishment under the Govern­ 
ment Reorganization Act expire on April I; 
there may be no pressure for their renewal. 
The Commission on Inter-governmental Rela­ 
tions, studying federal-state 
relationships, 
is 
slated to expire March I. unless ite extension is 
voted on request. Its chairman, Meyer Kestn- 
baum, is directed to complete a final report, 
with legislative recommendations, by that date. 
Expiring May 31 is the second (Hoover) Com­ 
mission 
on 
Organization 
of 
the Executive 
Branch. There is no plan now to ask for an 
extension, but Congress may request the com­ 
mission to help draft new legislation. 
The Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act ex­ 
pires on June 12. The President is expected to 
repeat his request of last year for a three-year 
extension with greater powers to cut tariff 
rates. The Democratic leadership in Congress 
will be more disposed to work for extension 
than was the Republican leadership in 1954. 


The next important deadline is June 30. On 
that date the present conscription powers ex­ 
pire. The President is expected to urge that 
some form of military training be incorporated 
in the extension. 
* 
Expiring also June 30 is the temporary 6 
billion dollar hike in public debt limit from $275 
billion dollars. The budget message of Jan. 17 
will anticipate a further deficit for fiscal 1956. 
On June 30 the current 
authorization 
for 
starts on 35,000 new public housing units expires. 
Applications for these had been frozen from 
July 1953 until December 1954. 
Short of further extension by Congress, th# 
Foreign Operations Administration is slateS to 
term inate economic aid to foreign countries on 
June 30, with a one-year liquidation period. 
Military aid is to continue, and Point IV aid 
is to come under the State Department. 
Appropriations, of course, will have to be 
renewed. Funds for the current 83.2 million 
dollar school lunch program, for example, are 
to run out on June 30. And the present 82*4 
to 90 per cent of parity farm price supports 
are authorized only for the 1955 crop year.

WASHINGTON OF! — The Demo­ 
crats say they will investigate the 
Eisenhower administration’s pro­ 
gram for getting rid of security 
risks among government employes. 
No doubt they would have done 
it anyway if they had never heard 
of Wolf Ladejinskv and two of 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s 
aides: John Glen Cassity, his se­ 
curity chief, and Milan D. Smith, 
his executive assistant. 
The Democrats had eyed the se­ 
curity program suspiciously from 
its start in May 1953. They began 
calling it a “ numbers game” as 
the administration continued to an­ 
nounce security dismissals mount­ 
ing into the thousands. 
Under former 
President Tru­ 
m an’s loyalty program government 
I employes were fired when they 
! were found to be disloyal or when 
their loyalty was considered ques­ 
tionable. 
Under the Eisenhower program 
an employe can be tagged and 
fired as a security risk for all 
sorts of reasons, some of which 
have no connection with loyalty. 
For example, a man can be 
fired if he was a Communist, has 
information in his files which some 
security officer decides is subver­ 
sive, or if he is a drunk, a homo­ 
sexual or a blabbermouth. 
Just as the storm over Ladejin- 
sky was hitting a peak this week, 
the administration produced its la­ 
test figures: in 16 months 8,008 
persons dropped from the federal 
payroll and classed as security 
risks, of whom 2.096 had “ sub­ 
versive data” in their files. 
Ladejinsky, a Jew, came from 
Russia in 1922, was naturalized, 
worked for a time in 1931 as an 
interpreter for Amtorg, the Soviet 
trading agency, has relatives liv­ 
ing in Russia, has written exten­ 
sively against communism, was 
credited by many with doing an 
outstanding job for 
the 
United 
States in postwar land reform in 
Japan, where he worked for the 
State Department. 
That department checked and 
cleared Ladejinsky twice for se­ 
curity. Last summer all the agri­ 
cultural attaches were transferred 
from the State to the Agriculture 
Department. 
The latter investigated Ladejin­ 
sky all over again and two weeks 
ago announced it didn’t want him 
for “ technical and security” reas­ 
ons. 
Ladejinsky has denied any Com­ 
munist connections. There were 
protests from Japan, from farm 
organizations, from members of 
Congress in b o t h parties. Some 


State Department officials were 
burned up too. 
Then Cassity, who had recom­ 
mended against Ladejinsky, told 
reporters that Ladejinsky, in 1944 
and 1945, had written anti-Commu- 
nist articles while members of his 
family were still in Russia. 
Cassity said it was doubtful any­ 
one would write against Commu­ 
nists if the latter held his family 
in their hands unless he knew his 
relatives would come to no harm. 
Under this reasoning, it would 
seem, the more violent a man was 
against communism the more rea­ 
son there was to suspect that hej 
had a deal with the Communists. 
Then Smith showed reporters a 
letter from George N. Vitt, a Rus­ 
sian native now' living in New 
York. Although Vitt says he did 
not mean to be anti-Semitic, his I 
letter, approving the Agriculture 
Department’s action against Lade­ 
jinsky, referred to Jewish refugees 
from Russia and said “Jews who 
turned into Reds” were “the worst 
kind of traitors.”

American Jewish lead­ 
ers protested. Benson denied any 
“ anti-Semitic implications” were 
intended.

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Traffic Record 
Al Wellsville 
Is Death Free 


C hief s 1934 Report 
To Council Shows No 
Fatalities Third Year 


For the third consecutive year, 
Wellsville had no traffic fatalities 
in 1954, Police Chief John Hephner 
said in his annual report to City 
Council Tuesday night. 
The report showed the depart­ 
ment answered 3.280 calls and 
made 872 arrests, including 265 for 
violations of city ordinances and 
state laws. 607 for traffic infrac­ 
tions, consisting of 388 for road 
and driving laws, 185 for parking 
and 34 for motor vehicle laws. 
The department investigated 117 
accidents with 26 minor injuries 
reported. 
The major causes of auto acci­ 
dents were rear-end collisions by 
following too closely, pulling away 
from a curb without assured clear 
vision, opening a car door on the 
driver’s side and stepping into the 
moving lane of traffic and inter­ 
section collisions. 
Councilman John McMillen said 
the problem of collisions at inter­ 
sections is serious. 
He said stop signs could be in­ 
stalled on every comer but that 
it would be costly. Another solu­ 
tion offered by McMillen was an 
east-west right-of-way. 
An ordinance prohibiting parking 
on 12th St. between Main and Cen­ 
ter Sts. was given first reading. 
It provides a minimum fine of $1 
and a maximum of $50. Council­ 
man J. Frederick Russell asked a 
maximum fine of $10 but changed 
his

Brucellosis Project 
Continues In County 


LISBON — The milk ring test 
completed last week shows about 
200 herds of cows in Columbiana 
County are suspected of harboring 
brucellosis germs. 
Dr. Jay Smith of Carrollton said 
14.4 per cent of the 1,416 herds 
tested are considered “ suspicious” 
until a blood test is made. 
“This should not alarm farmers, 
since in the 1953 test, only 22 per 
cent of the herds labeled “ suspect” 
were found to be infected w i t h 
brucellosis,” Floyd Lower, aericul- 
tural extension agent, observed. 
He said there has been a steady 
decline in the amount of brucel­ 
losis since the ring test was started 
In 1949. Diseased animals are sup­ 
posed to be slaughtered by owners. 
The current test accounted for 
shout 10,000 milking cows in the 
county, but “dry” cows, naturally, 
are eliminated from the program.
